When Christoffer Fhyr, Sam Coulson, 
and Craig Nastanski entered the U.S. 
LEGO Building Contest, they never 
dreamed that they would end up com- 
peting for the LEGO World Cup in 
LEGOLAND Park in Denmark.

During the International LEGO Build- 


ing Contest, young master builders from 
around the world are given a group of 
LEGO bricks, and have two hours to 
complete a model. Then, a special group 
of LEGO judges choose the best model 
in each age group (up to six years old, 
between the ages of seven and ten, and 
ages eleven through fourteen). Three 
young builders are then declared World 
Building Champions! But even though 
there are first-, second-, third-, and 
fourth-place prizes, evervone is really a 
winner! 





"Amazing!" ““Spectacular!”’ ‘‘Fantastic!”’ 
“Cool!” These are some of the things 
Christoffer, Sam, and Craig had to say 
about LEGOLAND Park. And they all 
agree that competing for the LEGO World 
Cup was ‘‘a little scary, but fun.”’ 

Christoffer, who lives in New Jersev, 
won third place in the youngest age group 
for his model “Animals of the Zoo.” He 
said, “when | was building, I got worried 
that ] might not have enough pieces.” 

Sam lives in California, and wants to 
work for the LEGO company when he 
grows up. Although he said he was “just a 
little nervous during the contest’, he won 
third place in the middle age group for his 
model of ‘‘Cats Chasing the Birds”.
